12  m.  earlier  than  the  time  in  the  tide  column,  and  ihat  I 
of  the  afternoon  as  much  later  ;  but  when  there  happens  j 
one  flood  only  in  the  day,  the  true  time  is  given,  and  dif- 
tinguifhed  by  this  mark.* 

III.  The  fun's  declination  is  carefully  fitted  to  the  me-

IV.  The  rifing,  fetting,  or  fouthin^  of  a  ftar  may  be 
carried  feveral  days  backward  by  adding,  or  forward  by 
fubtrafting,  4  m.  per  day  :  for  inftance  ;  on  the  1  Ith  of 
the  firft  month  (January)  Sirius  is  fouth  at  3  m.  pall  11  ; 
adding  12  m.  for  3  days  fooner,  we  have  11  h.  15  m.  for 
the  Southing  on  the  8th,  and  deducing  8  m.  for  2  later, 
leaves  10  h.  55  m.  for  that  of  the  13th  of  the  fame  month, 

V.  The  time  of  Alioth's  paflage  over  the  meridian,  or 
when  a  plumb  line  apparently  cuts  both  the  Pole  ftar  and 
Alioth,  is  given,  for  the  firft  fix  months  above,  and  the 
laft  fix  below,  the  pole,  to  five  days  in  every  month,  and 
may  be  readily  known  for  any  day  by  the  preceding  note. 
Thefe  two  (Ufa  will  be  vifibly  coincident  with  a  level  eaft 
and  weft  line  at  5  h.  59  m.  before  or  after  Alioth  pafTes 
the  meridian,  by  which  we  may  regulate  time-pieces  to  a 
minute,  or  tell  the  time  without  them.  The  Pole-liar  is 
on  the  meridian  five  minutes  later  than  Alioth,  when  a 
true  meridian  line  may  be  drawn  by  it,  and  the  magnetic 
variation  thereby  determined. 

Alioth  is  the  firft  ftar  in  the  tail  of  the  Great-Bear,  viz. 
that   next  the   fquare,  or,  it  is  the  third  ftar  of  the  feven, 
Commonly   called  the   Waggon,    or    Plough,   counting   to- 
ard  thofe  two  of  them  denominated  the  Pointer?.

As  the  ferpent 
of  Aaron  fwallowed  up  every  other  ferpent, 
fo  does   this   extirpate   every  other  pafiion. 
The  gamefter  neglects  the  calls  of  leve  and 
friendfhip.    The  defire  of  fame  and  of  know- 
ledge, health  and  time,  and  honour,  and  all 
that  is  valuable  to  men,  are  lacrificed  to  his 
leve  of  play.     It  is  mentioned  by  fome  au- 
thors, that  fome  of  the  Germans  were  for- 
merly fo   addicted  to  this   vice,    that  they 
would  even  venture  their  perfonal  freedom, 
when  they  were  bereft  of  every  thing  elfe, 
and  uporlloling,  would  patiently  and  quiet- 
ly fuffer  themfelves  to  be  bound  and  fold  as 
flaves.      There  are  two  caufes  of  the  injury 
of  health  from  the  purfuit  of  this  pafiion; 
continual  anxiety,  and  late  hours.     It  is  not 
unufual    for  gamefters  to   continue  whole 
nights  as  well  as  days  at  play.

This  relu&ance  to  pay  their  honeit  creditor?, 
arifes  from  the  detire  of  having  ready  mo- 
ney always  at  hand,  which  is  a  neceffary 
paffport  to  the  gaming  table.  Here,  there- 
fore, true  honour  is  fet  afide  for  that  which 
is  in  a  great  meaiure  imaginary.  It  appears 
to  me,  that  a  gamefter  is  unworthy  of  pub- 
lic or  private  truft  ;  that  he  fhould  not  be 
an  attorney,  or  a  truftee,  or  an  officer  of 
the  ftate.  Thofe,  who  know  mankind, 
know  that  there  are  frequent  inftances  of 
gameflers  lofing  the  money  that  has  been 
entrufled  in  their  hands  by  others  for  vari- 
ous purpofes.  A  man  addicred  to  gaming, 
can  be  regular  to  no  appointment,  can  give 
the  neceffary  attention  to  no  bufinefs  what- 
ever. The  temptation  alleged  by  many  per- 
fons  of  fortune,  to  gaming,  is,  that  it  kills 
time. 

There  is  one  very  bad  efrl.d:  of  gaming, 
which  I  never  have  found  obferved  By  any 
writer  on  the  fubjecr.,  which  is,  that  it  has 
a  tendency  to  harden  the  heart.  I  remember 
once  to  have  heard  a  great  gamefter  lay  (he 
was  a  man  who  chiefly  iupported  himfelf  by 
the  profits  arifing  from  play)  that  his  foolifh 
pity  to  his  friends,  had  made  him  forbear 
many  advantages  which  he  could  have  reap- 
ed, and  that  he  Wis  determined  in  future  to 
ipare  no  man.  It  is. almoit  unnecefLry  to 
obferve,  that  it  is  our  duty  to  keep  the  heart

For  if  we  feel  for  he  mifery  of  others, 
we  (hali  unwillingly  caufe  that  mifery.  It 
is  incumbent  upon  us,  however,  to  guard 
againft  what  is  really  a  foolifh  pity,  and  to 
keep  our  fenfibiiity  always  under  the  direc- 
tion of  reafon. 

Another  bud  confequence  of  gaming  is, 
that  it  introduces  us  to  the  worft  company. 
The  gaming  table,  like  the  grave,  has  been 
well  faid  to  level  all  difiincHons.  Bad 
company  makes  us  unhappy;  it  makes  us 
infamous;  and  if  we  do  not  take  care,  it 
will  foon  make  us  wicked.

fire,  and  no  gamefier,  being  all  fattened  to

For  | 
it  is  weli  known  that  fleight  cf-han.i  men,  t 
can  give  fuch  lefions  as  to  enable  any  man  of 
dexterity  to  deceive  even  good  players. 

A  gaming  table  has  a  great  tendency  to 
produce  the  moil  dangerous  quarrels  even  a- 
mong  friend?.  It  is  certainly  expeited  in 
oolite  circles,  that  the  greateft  temper  Should 
i-fce  obferved  in  winning  and  lufing  Eut 
14  iliil  v.t  find  among  gamefiers  of  all  condi- 
tions, difputes,  or  duels.  In  fhori  gaming 
has  filled  the  world  with  tragedies  ;  for  not 
only  duelling,  but  fuicide,  in  high  life,  and 
robbery  in  lower  life,  are  often  the  confe- 
quencts  of  thrs  fatal  pafiion.  It  is,  there- 
fore, our  duty  to  guard  againft  any,  the 
mui:  trivial,  inclination  to  this  vice;  as  a 
prudent  man  would  not  ~*wifh  to  lofe  his 
own  money,  and  an  honeft  man  would  not 
wifn  to  gain  improperly  the  money  of 
others.

ONE  bufhel  of  frefn  cow  dung,  half  a 
bufhel  of  lime  rubbifh  from  old  build- 
ings, (tbat  from  the  ceiling  of  old  rooms 
is  preferable)  half  a  bufhel  of  wood  afhes, 
and  1  -1 6th  of  a  bufhel  of  pit  or  river  fand  : 
the  three  laft  articles  are  to  be  fifrtd  fine  be- 
fore they  are  mixed,  then  worked  together 
well  with  a  fpade,  and  afterwards  with  a 
wooden  beater,  until  the  fluff  is  very  fmooth, 
like  fine  plaffer  ufed  for  the  ceiling  of  rooms. 
All  the  dead,  decayed,  and  injured  part 
of  the  tree  muft  be  cut  away  to  the  frefh 
found  wood,  leaving  the  furface  very  level, 
and  rounding  off  the  edges  of  the  bark  per- 
fectly fmooth.  Lay  on  the  platter  about  I- 
8th  cf  an  inch  thick,  all  over  the  part  fo 
cut  away,  finifhing  off  the  edjjes  as  thin  a.s 
poffible.  Take  a  quantity  of  dry  powder 
of  wood  afhes,  with  1  6th  of  the  aihe-  of 
burnt  bones;  put  it  into  a  tin  box,  with 
holes  in  the  top,  and  fhake  the  powders  on 
the  furface  of  the  plaiter.  until  the  w  hoi- 
is  covered  with  it,  letting  it  remain  [fut 
half  an  hour,  to  abforb  the  moifture;  then 
apply  more  powder,  rubbing  it  on  gently

Where  old  rubbifh  cannot  be  got,  fubfti- 
tute  pounded  chalk,  or  common  lime,  after 
having  been  flacked  a  month  at  leaft. 

When  the  edges  of  the  plafter  are  raifed 
up  next  the  bark,  care  ihould  be  taken  to 
rub  it  over  with  the  finger,  efpecialiy  when 
moiftened  by  rain,  to  prevent  the  air  and 
wet  from  penetrating  into  the  wound. 

The  effects  of  this  compofition  have  been 
enquired  into  by  the  commiffioners  of  the 
land  revenue,  in  Great  Britain,  and  a  ref- 
pedable  committee  of  both  houfes  of  parlia- 
ment ;  ten  of  ▼.hem  viewed  the  trees  which 
Mr.  Forfyth  has  undertaken  to  renovate  ;

And  in  that  of  expreffed  juices,  taken  by 
ipoonfuls,  as  the  exigency  of  the  cafe  re- 
quires, it  is  the  moll  powerful  ftyptic  in  in- 
ternal bleeding?,  known.  Externally  ap- 
plied, as  a  fomentation  or  poultice,  it  a- 
mazinglydifcuiTesinflarnmation,  andrefolves 
fvveilings-  In  the  common  fore  throat,  thus 
applied,  and  internally,  as  a  gargle,  great 
dependence  may  iafely  be  put  in  this  com- 
mon plant.  I  have  been  witnefs  to  its  great 
efficacy  therein  in  many  inllances.
